Development Work 
_ Is Now Being 
Undertaken 


IRON AND SALT DEPOSITS 
BEING THOROUGHLY 
INVESTIGATED 


The report which Hon. J. L. Cote, 
provincial secretary of Alberta, has 
promised soon to lay on the table of 
the House in regard to the develop- 
ment of Alberta natural resources is 
expected to include important state- 
ments on the prospecting for salt in 
the Athabasca country and for iron in 
the southern and southwestern parts of 
the province. Both lines of work are 
being. carried on under the auspices of 
the Alberta Industrial Commission, of 
which Mr. Cote is the minister 
charge.

The minister dealt at length 
with these matters in his recent ad- 
dress before the Alberta 


Development Association, 


Industrial 


Operations are about to resume on 
the saalt drilling scheme at Fort Mc- 
Murray, after a halt necessitated by 
the severe weather and the lack of 
adequate machinery. A complete out- 
fit has now reached the salt bed site, 
and it is understood that work will start 
up at once and will be continued until 
definite results have been secured. The 
drilling crew has remained at McMur- 
ray during the winter, in order to be 
ready for an early start as soon as 
conditions. permit. 


The effort of the Industrial Associa- 
tion to secure the services of ‘Professor 
J. C. Gwillim for-an exhaustive survey 
of iron ore possibilities during the 
comiing summer has been unsuccessful, 
a previous engagement having ‘been 
made with him by the British Colum- 
bia government to continue the geo- 
logical work begun by him in the 
Peace River block last summer. 


It has been arranged, however, ‘that 
Professor J. A. Allan, of the Univer- 
sity of Albertaa, will do some iron 
prospecting in the Sheep Creek field, 
near Okotoks, where there are be- 
lieved to be possibilities worth looking 
into. Dr. Allaan epent the summer 
vacation in this work and will have a 
report for the government in the com- 
. ing fall.

THE HOMERULE BILL 


The home rule bill intro- 
duced in. the British house 
of commons a, few days ago 
sets up two parliaments— 
one for Ulster and thé other 
for thevrest of Ireland.

ALBERTA — ~ GOVERNMENT 
PREPARE MAMMOTH IRRI- 
GATION PROJECT 


The Government of the Pro- 
vince of Alberta is making ar- 
rangements to spend the sum of 
five millions of dollars on the 
Lethbridge Northern Irrigation 
project. This plan is designed to 
irrigate a large body of good ara- 
ble land in southern Alberta, 
where the precipitation is light 
but otherwise conditions for agri- 
culture is good. 


Estimates of the cost have been 
laid before the Alberta Legisla- 
ture and the amount is - slightly 
under the sum named. These es- 
timates are supplemented by the 
report of George C. Anderson, 
the American irrigation expert, 
employed by the Government. 

r. Anderson's report is very ex- 
tensive in its scope, giving tabu- 
lations of rainfall in the district 
since 1902, reports on soil sur- 
veys, a review of the topographi- 
cal conditions and complete esti- 
mates of construction. 


He fixes the total construction

SOME CHRONICLES 


THE GREATEST INDIAN OF 
THEM ‘ALL — CROWFOOT 
A NATIVE ARISTOCRAT— 
A DANGER AVERTED—A 
NOBLE REFUSAL — THE 
FRIEND OF THE WHITE 
MEN. 


Long ago, before ever the po- 
lice came west, and’ white men 
had never crossed the plains, the 
Blackfeet Indians came from. the 
south and took possession of the 
country we now know as South- 
ern Alberta. 

They were plainsmen and 
horsemen, and were well suited to 
the rolling country that swept in 
giant undulations to the sky-line. 
There was rich store of grass, and 
pasture, and water; the soft 
breath of the chinook dissolved 
the snow of the hardest season in 
mid-winter; ‘and there was pasture 
for the: war ponies all the year 
round. Besides it was the favor- 
ite ranges of the great buffalo 
herds—these shaggy cattle of the 
prairie—that to the Indian folk 
were as much a staple as__ the 
wheat to the present day western 
farmer, The meat, either fresh 
or dried, was their principal arti- 
cle of food; the hides provided 
clothing for themselves, ropes 
for their horses, covering for their 
hunting lodges, and even parch- 
ment for the crude drawings that 
were the histories of their race. 


A Warlike People 
The Blackfeet were an inde- 
pendent and warlike people, and 
they suffered. no interference with 
the lordship of their wide domain. 
Their chiefs were brave in war, 
and wise in the council lodge. 


Away back about the time 
when George IV came to the 
throne of Britain, and the foathill 


country of Canada was as uh- 
known ‘as the North Pole, a boy 
child was born in the lodge of the 
head chief of the Blackfoot con- 
federacy. He was destined to 
become the greatest Indian of 
em all. ro 

There has always existed a re- 
markable democracy amongst the 
Indian tribes, and although this 
was the child of a great chief, he 
was given no special favors, and 
was treated as an ordinary In- 


dian boy.

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' A War Party 


It is related that when ke was 
no more than thirteen ‘years of 
age he stole away and followed 
a war party, that was making a 
raid against the Crees. He did 
not disclose himself until he was 
too far from the camp to be sent 
back,. and the warriors had to 
submit perforce to his presence. 
In the fight that ensued he bore 
himself like a man, and brought 
back with him to the Belly River 
a scalp to hang on the ridge pole 
of his father's lodge. He acquit- 
ted himself so well that young as 
he way, he was at once admitted 
into the ranks of the warriors of 
the tribe. 


His family was a remarkable 
one. His ancestors had been 
hereditary chiefs from ancient 
times, and his elder brother was 
a_noted warrior. 

The lad had to win his way in 
€ same manner as the meanest 
Indian in the tribe. He acquitted 
himself in all the ordeals. with 
onor, and’ when his father died 
and his elder’ brother was killed 
the Blackfoot people were glad 
to hail him as their head chief. 
The manner, in which _ this 
brother met his death is charac- 
teristic of his career. The future 
chief of the Blackfoot nation was 
not known as Crowfoot at the 
commencement of his career; that 
name was borne by his brother. 


Treachery 


At that time the Snake Indians, 
who had their hunting grounds 
around the headwaters of the Mis- 
souri, were at war with the Black- 
feet. Following a severe beating 
in a battle the Snakes signified 
their desire for peace, and _re- 
quested that envoys be sent to 
em. 

prcordignly 


a party of Black- 
feet visited 


em, and amongst 
their number was the brother of 
the future chief. The Snakes, liv 
ing up to their reputataion, -killed 
every member of the delegation. 
When the Blackfeet learned of 
the fate of their ambassadors they 
sent a summons out for a large 
war party to revenge themselv: 
upon their’ treacherous nemies. 
e young son of the chief joined 
this party and acquitted himself 
so valiantly that he was given the 
name of his. murdered brother, 
Crowfoot, and he was at once 
advanced to the position of an 
approved warrior. 


Father Lacombe ~ 


He very early fell under the 
influence of Father Lacombe; and 
although he did not then become 
a Christian, he was always the 
friend and protector of the veter- 
an missionary. 

When the North West Mounted 
Police arrived in the country 
about 1874, they were at 
received by the Indians with 


suspicion, Their experience of Th 


white men had been confined to 
the American traders and outlaws 
who plied them with whisky, de- 
bauched their women, and shot 
them down whenever the oppor- 
tunity presented itself. They were 
at first impressed by the martial 
show of the police, but not at all 
convinced of their peaceful inten- 


tions. ' 
A Wise Hand 


Crowfoot, who was a_ keen 
judge of men was from the first 
an admirer of Colonel Macleod, 
and it was his restraining hand 
that kept his nation at peace dur- 
ing situations that often were dif- 
ficult. 

When a treaty was eventually 
concluded between the 
feet and the representatives of 
the Queen, Crowfoot paid a strik- 
ing tribute to the Police Commis- 
sioner, 

“We have learned from him," 
he said, ‘‘that all white men are 
not liars, and that those who 
wear the red coats of the Great 
Gress always keep their word. 

e have seen all the things come 
to pass that Coelonel Macleod 
promised, and his soldiers have 
protected the Indians from their 
enemies, People like them are 
worthy to be the friends of a

A VALUABLE ASSET 


It may be news to many: people in the West that there are 


several good colonies of beavers in a portion of Saskatchewan 
within fifty miles of the provincial capital. 

For a number of years these interesting and industrious 
little animals have been carefully protected, with the result that 
there has been a great increase in their numbers. This year 
there is an open season, and in the district tributary to the C.N.R. 
running east from Regina, a number of very fine pelts have been 


secured. 


In some districts the municipalities are protecting the. |- 


beavers, as they realize the asset that they have in them, and of 
course, they allow no trapping. , 

This is essentially a country for fur bearing animals; they 
are native to it and thrive. In other portions of the Dominion 
‘ start has been made in raising them with very satisfactory re- 
sults, and there is no part of Canada better suited for 
the industry than the three prairie provinces of the West. 

In the old days the Hudson's Bay Company considered that 
the only way to conserve the fur trade was to keep settlers out 
of the country; but today, it appears as if the growing of fur 


for the market may be carried on under better conditions than _| 


existed when the Company of Gentlemen Adventurers ruled the 
Great Lone Land as despots. 5 

There is every indication that furs will be as valuable as 
gold, and we venture the prediction that before very many years 
shall have passed, Canada’s fur crop will be a not inconsiderable 
portion of her annual production of wealth. 


ACTION REQUIRED 

The lumber situation in Western Canada appears to be a 
serious one. The American dealers have been on this side of 
the line buying up all the stocks they could lay their hands 
upon, and shipping it south. 

So extensive have those operations been, that a tremendous” 
quantity of lumber has left the country, and with more under 
contract, there is danger that the building programme 
‘which had been prepared for the present season may have to 
be seriously curtailed. : 

- Urgent representations have been made to the Canadian 
Government to act in this matter, but so far an efficient remedy 
does not appear to have presented itself. : 

A great deal of the standing timber in British Columbia 
is in the hands of American capitalists, and in some instances 
they are operating large mills. The Chemainus Company on 
Vancouver Island, which is said to be allied with the great 
Weyerhouser concerns, owns one of the biggest bodies of Doug- 
las fir in the world, and also operates large mills. 


This is only one American concern amongst several at the 
coast. We do not know to what extent these firms are shipping 
to the other side, but if the Canadian need for lumber is as 
great as represented, an embargo should at once be placed upon 
shipments to the United States, and the supply diverted to the 
requirements of this country. : 

We are not adyocates of too intensive a system of Govern: 
ment control, but there are occasions when the authorities may 
use their power to much public advantage. 


This appears to be a case for action; and strong action at 
that. 


The products of Canadaa belong first and. foremost to 
her own people. There has been too much squeamishness 
about matters of this kind in the past, and the people of the 
country want something done. * : 


SOME REMARKS ABOUT RAISING A FAMILY 

In this western country it is profitable for an Indian to raise 
all the family he can; but pretty datned unprofitable for an 
ordinary white man. The Indian gets a bonus in the shape of 
an annuity for each and every one of them; but the white man 
is subjected to all kinds of pains and penalties. If he lives in a 
city or town he is warned away from the best blocks; and one 
has only to study the advertisements of “houses to let'’ in the 
daily papers to see that the tyrant landlord has no particular 
use for other people's children. 


In these latter days of scrambling for the few available 
‘houses, children are a decided handicap, and the family that 
contains them are often put to sore shifts to find a sheltering 
roof. : 

Then little or no provision is made for play grounds, and 
if you are a city dweller, they either have to play on the streets, 
and grow up young or mope in the house and become | 
anemic nonentities. They are hunted and harried all around, 
and their parehts are hunted and harried on account of them. 


On the farms they fare a little better; but the schooling 
facilities are often very indifferent, and it is the fashion to put 
them to work when they should be playing with all the exuber- 
ance of childhood. 5; ae 


On the farms it is, of Gourse, possible to raise a family, and 
some of the present disabilities are within the power of the 
parents to remove, but even with the best that may be done 
there is room for great improvement, 


In the cities, however, the situation is almost intolerable; 
that-is for people of ordinary means. We have already alluded 
to the difficulty @f a man with a ‘‘quiverfull’: finding house room 
but there are other troubles néatly’ as serious. , : 


If, for example, a‘young baby for any reason is deprived 
of the fountain of nourishment ‘which ‘nature usually provides, it: 
has a mighty poor chance of surviving. It can't very well be 
brought up on “‘Klim"™ or even on ‘the thin, blue, fluid yielded 


ap: by the scrub Holsteins which form the chief element of 80 
many of the dairy herds that supply an alleged. milk to” the ” 


towns and citjes. If. it is summer time it is a pretty sure thing 

that the baby will not live it out; yet what can the distracted 

» parents do? They carinot very. well drown their offspring like 

puppies or. superfluous kittens; they have got to make, shift to 

bring them up; and to their credit many of them succeed ‘in 
making a pretty fair job of it. 

As a natural consequence of these conditions, we see more 


and more childless families. Something is wrong in the state 
of Denmark, and it is our duty to find a remedy. 


It is a platitude to say that the family is the basis of the 
nation; yet it is nevertheless true. The destiny of the human 
race is to reproduce its kind, and perhaps the highest office of 
humanity is the rearing and bringing to a useful maturity of 
wholesome and healthy offspring. 


Sir Walter Scott once said when visiting his son at the 

_ University of Oxford, that it was like sheltering in the shade of 

a pleasant oak, which had grown from an acorn planted in youth. 

Such a consummation should be the aspiration of all those fitted 
by nature to become parents. etsy: 


The occupation of a parent should be the most honourable 
one in the world, and everything possible done to aid and en- 
courage the upbringing of the family. Since ancient 
times the family has been the most honoured of all human insti- 
tutions; but in these latter days we affect to despise these ideas 
as archaic and out of date. The children are’ the men and 
women of tomorrow and if they are stiffled and handicapped in 
their youth it will have a profound effect upon posterity. 

More attentién must be paid to the ‘requirements of the 
youngsters, and the landlord who discriminates against them 

“should be scarified by public opinion. Unfortunately western 
" landlords don’t have to care much about what the public thinks 
of them just at present, but nevertheless some means might be 


|| tainable on one prescription 


found to bring them to their senses in this particular. 
Come what will, the children must have their chance. 


ANNUAL CONVENTION 
SCHOOL TRUSTEES 


The convention of School Trustees 
for the province of Saskatchewan, 
which was held in Moose Jaw last 


week was very largely attended. An] 


eloquent and striking address was 
given by the chairman, Mr. J. F. Bry- 
ant. He dealt in a very able manner 
not only with matters that affected the 
trustees ‘of the. country but the whole 
of the people. It was a comprehen- 
sive and able effort, and was received 
with a great deal of applause. 

A new plank was incorporated in’ 
the trustees’ platform. It “s entitled 
“One flag, one school." The abolish- 
ing of separate schools, whether Pro- 
testant or Catholic from the province, 
will be pressed on the provincial gov- 
trnment. as the result of a resolution 
moved by W. J. Orchard of Tregarva. 

A resolution was also passed asking 
that there be the fullest possible -in- 
vestigation into conditions at the pro- 
vincial University. 

Some delegate moved that trustees 
be paid at least three dollars for each 
meeting which they attended in excess 
of twelve meetings a year. This pro- 
posal, however, did not meet with the 
approval of the convention. 

An address was given by Dr. Helen 
McMurchy on “The essentials of edu- 
cation,” and Principal Grant of Upper 
Canada College spoke in an entertain- 
ing manner on ‘part time education.” 

A great many subjects of moving 
interest were discussed, and we regret 
that we do not have space to give a 
more extended report of the proceed- 
ings.
